2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

Claim 1 of the present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) 
a method which comprises flash heat treating a polymer coated container body such 
that the polymer is heated above the melting temperature (column 2, lines 31-42, 
column 5, lines 13-23 and Fig. 1 , ref. -signs 42 and 43). 

Moreover, the features of claim 1 are also known from further cited documents, see 
for example D2, Fig. 4. 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-4 

Dependent claims 2-4 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
